Vatican Protests to 
Germany 


The ftalian “Fascist Republican” has 
instructed the Rome city authorities to organise a 
concentration camp for about 16,000 Jews, reports 
the Nazi radio. mn area in the suburbs has been 
cleared for the Jews. At first, the more important 
Jews will be detained there. Those who cannot be 
—— there will remain in their homes. for the time 

ing, under police surveillance. 

This is the latest step taken in putting into force 
the recently introduced Nuremberg Laws in 
Nazi-occupied Italy 

l ast week the Berlin radio announced that Rome 
was pureed all Jews 12 hours afte: 
the decision to climinate all Jewish elements in 
Italy. About 10,000 persons of Jewish descent were 
taken away in transports. A number of Jews had 
already left Rome for Southein lta. The removal 
of the Jews from Rome. the announcer added. 
would provide the town with 20,000 vacant moms 
which would be placed at the disposal of persons 
who have suffered in air raids, and refugees from 
South Italy 

The ltalian press later announced that in addition 
to the Rome arrests, 12.000 Jews were arrested in 
Milan, 8,000 in Trieste, 9,000 in Turin, 11,000 in 
Genoa, and 4,000 in Bologna. 

Orders for these arrests were tssued by the Fascist 
police but the arrests were carried out by Gerinan 


soldiers. 
. Half-Jews Also Arrested 


Among those arrested are half-Jews and people 
whose names are considered to be of Jewish origin 
Already, the Nazis and Fascists claim to have made 
over GODO00 arrests of Jews and suspected Jews 
whose property has. in accordance with the Govern- 
ment decree, been confiscated. It ts imteresting to 
noite that statistics of the regime show that 
there were only 39,444 Jews in Ltaly. 


Osservarore Romano, the official newspaper 
of the Vatican, regretied im. a. recent edtiorial 
the decision .of the Fascist authorities to 


intern Jews and confiscate Jewish property. The 
newspaper. stated that it did not know the reasons 
for this step, and, in any case. there are innocent 
people among the victinis, as well as women, child- 
ren, sick, and aged. These unfortunates also suffered 
physically, especially from the sirenuous winter, 

Reliable Swiss sources report that the Pope has 

made a persénal protesy to Weigsicker, the ‘Nazi 
Minister to the Vatican, against the arrest of ail 
Jews living in Italy. The Pope is said to have told 
Weizsiicker he had no doubt who was to biame.

RESCUE EUROPEAN 
JEWRY 
Miss Rathbone’s Stirring 


Plea . 
APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone, speaking in the foreign 
debate in the House of Commons on Tuesday, 
recalied that precisely a year ago this:Friday there 
was the memorable scene in he House when the 
Foreign Secretary disclosed the horrible truths about 
the cruelties being perpetrated on innumerable 
Jewish victims on no other ground than that of their 
Jewish race. Spontancously Members of the House 
rose to their feet and for a moment stood in silent 
tribute of pity and horror for the victims.. Ever 
since then the. atrocities had continued and they 
were continuing day by day. The mumber of victims 
had rien from hundreds of thousands to millions 
and they were not confined to the Jewish race 

With its usual keen sense of the practical, British 
public opinion fastened immediately, after the state- 
ment of a year ago, on the question “ What can be 
done for rescue before it is too late?” Last Saturday 
a press Statement was issued DY ihe Foreign Secre- 
tary and simultaneously in the United States. It 
told us that the whole subject, both of .immedsate 
rescue and of post-war settlement of refugees; had 
been referred to the Inter-Governmental Committee 
on Refugees which was originally set up. at Evian 


Help for Neutral States 


There was one point to which she would ire to 
call attention because it seemed extremely important. 
It concerned the help which might 
promised to neutral States in order to encourage 
them to take in more refugees. The importance of 
that: was that until we had successtully invaded the 
occupied territories. where all those persecutions 
were taking place. the one chance of large-scale 
rescuc depended upon the action of the neutral 
States. She would be told that.some neutrals had 
tried to approach the enemy on this subject and that 
their offers had been refused. But was that rot 
iknoring the changing War situation? Could we 
doubt that as-our victory drew neat . the Nazis, and 
still more the satellite nations, were hecoming 
increasingly aware of the. danger of further out- 
raging world opinion and might yield to pressure 
where formerly they had hardened their hearts? 

Two things we could do fo influence the result. 
We could convince the enemy that this was a matter 


about which we cared passionately, so much so 
that if they contmnuecd with their massacres and 
cruelties it might affect thew future position and our 


treatment after victory of their peoples. Secondly 

we must make il Poss sible for neutral States to offe: 

large-scale hospitality. Were we doing that? There

The Distinguished Flying Cross has been awarded 
in recognition of gallantry and devotion to duty in 
the execution of < operations, to Pilot Officer Cyril 
Bernstein, R.A.F.V.R. The citation reads: 

‘This officer has cOmplcted a.tarec number. of 
range cicorological flights... a number of which ‘have 
involved penctration into strongly defended cnemy territory. 
Onan many occasions his alertness has proved a vital factor in 
aiding his pilot to avoid combat with enemy fighters. On 
twe occasions in August he was navigator of an. aircraft 
which fiew to the Alps in daylight to obtain meteorological 
information. Accurate navigation was of the first tmport- 
ance on these flights. On both occasions imercemion by 
enemy fighters took place, and the need for increased specd 
made the fliehts more hazvatdous. Despite this, Pilot Officer 
Bernstcin navigated his aircraft successfully on both flights 
to safe landings in this country.” 


Pilot Officer Bernstein was born in 1912 in Bootle, 
Lanes., and his home is in Liverpool, He was edu- 
cated at Bootle Secondary School, After service in 
the ranks he was commissioned in 1943.

THE HULDA ARMS 
TRIAL 


All Aecused Found Guilty 


The seven members of the Kvutza Hulda who, as 
reported last week, were on trial before a Military 
Court in Jerusalem on charges of being in illegal 
possession of 78 mortar bombs and 85 ballistite 
cartridges, were all found guilty. Two of them had 
pleaded guilty, and the other five not guilty. 

Sentence was deferred for a week 

Major Wilham Russell Lawrence presided over 
the Court, and Captain Threadwell was the prose- 
cutor. The accused were defended by Mr. David 
Gortein and Dr. M. Eliash. 

The Lydda area commander, Brigadier A. Allen 


was the first witness, and he gave details of a search 
by troops for Polish Army deserters (none was found) 
aod a jater discovery of the ammunition store by 
police, The settlers, he said, demonstrated and 
obstructed the police, but had later sent a> letter 
apologising for their behaviour, bul pointing cut 
as excuse for then excitement the tragic history of 
Huida, where many settlers had been killed in Arab 
troubles and the colony had had to be rebuilt three 
times. 

A Brittsh polkxe inspector confirmed the 
Brigadier’s account of the search and of the history 
of Hulda. 


Arms Given by Military Authorities 


Police Inspector Taylor, who is in charge of the 
third unit of the Jewish Settlement Police, testified 
that the seiilement possessed, with official santtion. 
25 Itahan rifles given to the settlers twe years ago 
by the military authorities,.some old rifles of the 
last century, 2.500 bullets, two shot-guns, and six 
revolvers, but no trench mortars 

The last two witnesses for the prosecution stated" 
that the training of members of the Settlement 
Police m the use of trench mortars began im the 
davs of El Alamein, when there was a. serious 
danger of Palestine’s being invaded by the Germans. 

Mr. Goitem, for the defence, submitted that fér 
the tive who pleaded not guilty there was no case 
to answer, as no evidence had been produced that 
they had the slightest idea about the arms. Further- 
more, a kvutza was a communal settlement, and if 
there was a charge of unlawful possession of arms 
it should be exterided to the kvutza as a juridical 
body. or to each one of its members. Counsel's 
submission was not accepted by the Court. 

The first witness for the defence was the Mukhtar 
of Hulda, Israel Bernbaum. Questioned by the 
President about the Settiement’s. Sub-Committee for 
Security, Bernbaum stated that it consisted of two 
members (ihe two men who had pleaded guilty) 
and that their task. was to prepare plans tor the 
defence of the settlement in the event. of riots. These 
plans were not to be disclosed by members of the 
Defence. Commitiece. .Bernbaum further declared 
that the settlers had felt very bitter about the manne: 
in which the potee carried out the search, rum- 
maging beds and slashing mattresses 

A written. statement by the two members of the 
Security Committee was read out. lt affirmed. that 
they alone had been sesponsible for bringing the 
arms and thai only they had kaown where

appeared in the published statement a point which 
aroused some anxiety. It foreshadowed the heip 
which was to be given or promised to neutral States 
for maintaining their refugees until they could be 
repatriated. But it said nothing about those who 
could never be repatriated. There must be large 
numbers to whom repatriation would be practically 
an impossibility, who could never be asked or forced 
to return to countries where all their nearest rela- 
tions, had been murdered, where their homes were 
in ruins or had been exproptiated, where anti- 
Semitism was so deeply rooted that it would take 
a generation to root it out, or where political diffi- 
culties were such as to make return an impossibility. 
What was to be done about those people? 

The two countries who could do something were 
we, with the help of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, and the United Siates. Could not we 
promuse to take responsibility for a proportion of 
retugees accepted by the neutral States, possibly 
alter some given date, and so make it possible ff, 
the neutral States to offer to take in further large 
numbers? Some had been very generous already. 
What was the difficulty? : 


America’s Poor Showing 


As tor the United States, the press statement said 
that since 1938 they had taken in 195,000 forcign 
imnmugrants, most of them refugees. That number 


' was less than one-third of the number whom the 


United States might. have admitted in those five 
years und@r their existing yearly immigration quotas. 
Surely. therefore, they could afford to promise a 
fairly substantial measure of post-war generosity? 

As to ourselves, the same statement said that we 
took, since May, 1940, some 600,000 refugees and 
that we were still admitting them at the rate of 
about 800 a month. Let us be honest abput that. 
The recent admissions were made on a strictly 
utilitarian basts. -Nearly all were admiited because 
they were wanted for the Armed Forces or the 
Merchant Navy. of ourselves or our Allies. Nearly 
ail of them were people who would be repatriated 
alter the war, So we, like the Uniied States, could 
allord to take more responsibiliiy for those in 


neutral States who could not be repatriated. 


Disgrace of Palestine Restrictions 


We could find room for some of them in this 
country; for larzger.numbers in Palesiinc, because 
even under the meagre White Paper quotas arranged 
before the war, there were still certificates for 34,000 
more Jews. We could also find room in our Colonies 
and try and persuade the Dominions to take their 
share, We had already got a special responsibility 


"in this matter of refugees because of our relation to 


Patcsiine. Wf it had not been for the restrictions 
placed on immigration to Palestine in pre-war years, 
even before the Palestine White Paper, imposed 
partly for economic reasons and partly to appease 
the Arabs, tens of thousands of men, women, and 
children who now lay in bloody graves would long 
ago have been among their kindred in Palestine. 

t was something she would sever forget and 
she hoped the House wodld never forget it cither. 


More Might Have Been Done 


As to more recent policy, she was going to speak 
plainly. She claimed to know as much on this 
subject as anyone in the House outside official 
circles, and she perhaps knew as much as anyone 
im England. But there were many others who, like 
her, thought of this terrible question day and night. 
It was on their consciences all the time, They were 
not satished that the utmost had been done for 
rescue, They did not belittle the difficulties, which 
had been enormous,. But more might have been 
saved if more courage, resource, and imagination 
had been put into the task. Shippme had been 
grudeed, though was olten found tor far less 
vital services, Visas were most grudgingly and 
sparingly given.. They were always given on utili- 
tarian. grounds. The test was not “ is this man or 
woman in danger?” but “ do we want them for our 
own purposes?" Neither we nor the United States 
had shown a. shining example to the world in this 


mater, 
Crucial Question Untouched 


At first reading the published statement sounded 
all right. It promised some action but it failed to 
deal with the crucial question of what was to happen 
to the refugees who could not be repatriated and 
what were we going to do to make it casier for the 
neutral States to offer them She 
besought Mr. Eden, and through him the Cabinet, 
to give all their thought to this matter. Let them 
say plainly what we were prepared to do ourscives 
and to ask the Dominions and the United States 
what they were prepared to do, If the Government 
did that it would have the support of every section 


of opinion in the country worth consideration. Do 


not let them be deterred by the mean jcealousies and 
selfish fears of a mere handful of people who had 
been influenced by anti-Semitic or by. “ anti- 
foreigner propaganda. 


MR. EDEN’S REPLY 
“Let Me Look Into the Matter” 


Mr. Eden, in reply to the Debate, referred to the 
refugee question. He said Miss Rathbone had made 
a moving and impressive speech. They understood 
that this question had lost nonce of its tragic urgency. 
He would like to assure her that the Government 
would take al! the practical measures they could to 
ease this situation. She had referred to some state- 
ments made by the United States lately about the 
progress which had been made on this problem. 
There had not yet appeared in the press here a full 
report of what was said in the United States. He 
would put the full copy in the Library. Forty 
thousand Polish refugees were being moved from 
Persia to East and South Africa, to India, to 
Palestine, and to Mexico, and that process was 
nearly compleied. Some 16,000 Greck refugees 
were being cared for, and an almost cqual number 
who had recently escaped from Greece were also 
in our charge. As regards our own country, it was 
fair to recall that since May, 1940, we had taken 
some 60,000 non-British refugees into these islands, 
and they were still coming in at the rate of about 
800 a month. He thought our record was not one 
of which we need to be ashamed when we con- 
sidered the many problems that we had here now. 
In Palestine, as the House Knew, arrangements had 
been made for some 34,000 potential Jewish refugees 
to come from South-East Europe. That they had 
not done so was due to the aftitude of the Bulgarian 
and Rumanian Governments, and not anything over 
which we had any control, and the Government 
would give every help to the Inter-Governmental 
Committee on Refugees and to the other countries 
at work on this important task. 


Example of the Smaller Countries 


Miss Rathbone: “ Cannot our own country and 
the United States do what the smatiler countries 
cannot do, and undertake to provide ior the setiic-. 
ment of those who might not be repatriated after 
the war?” 

Mr. Eden: “* | would hate to give a pledge. | am 
afraid | am not familiar enough with the matter 
beyond knowing that u ts a very difficult question 
which the hon. lady has asked me. Perhaps she will 
let me look into the matier, and I will comntunicate 
further with her 


ARABESQUE—BY GLYN AND 
WINTERTON 


Sir Ralph's Attitude to a Pledge 


When the Adjournment Debaic was continued on 
Wednesday there was a pro-Arab reference by Sir 
Ralph Glyn (Con., Abingdon) which aroused a little 
feeling. Every Arab was asking. he said, Are the 
British going back on their word? Does the White 
Paper still represent the policy of the British Govern- 
ment? Let us not forget that the Palestine 
Mandate was offered to the United States and 
refused by them. The United States were with us 
in this war, We were together on Lease-Lend and 
all the rest of it, but he hoped that opportunity 
would be taken for those most competent to realise 
exactly what we had done im trying to carry out 
the Mandate, what the situation was to-day, and 
how far we should have the support of the United 
States in carrying out the policy laid down in the 
White Paper. H we went back on that, the reper- 
cussions would be felt all through the Arab world. 

Miss Rathbone asked if he wanted the House to 
go back on the Balfour Declaration, Sir Ral 
replied that he was led away by no Declaration: be 
was only asking that the House should stand by 
its pledged word. 


“ What Have the Arabs Done For Us 7?” 


Miss Rathbone remiaded him that Mr. Churchill 
and other members. of the Government. had 
denounced the White Paper as a betrayal of the 
Balfour Declaration. She also asked what had the 
Arabs done for us in the war and what had the 
Jews done”? | 

Sir Ralph replied that the Arabs had done a great. 
deal more than many people whom we trusted in 
vain. During this altercation across the floor of 
the House, Lord Winterton cheered Sir Ralph Glyn 
warmly. 

Mr.. Hammersley joined Miss Rathbone. in 
questioning Sir Raiph Glya’s attitude.

REFUGEES AFTER THE WAR 
oA Matter of Grave Concern” 


Mr. Rhys Davies (Lab., Westhoughton), speaking 
on the Expiring Laws Continuance Bill, said he 
was sure that aliens now im this country would be 
glad to know what was to happen to them after the 
war. What was the intention of the Government in 
regard to repatriating these poor people when 
peace returned? There must, he said, be 60,000 or 
70,000 or even more of them in this country. He 
would not like to think that the British Goverament 
having given asylum to them during the war, should 
immediately repatriate them when the war ended 
perhaps to countries where they might be put into 
concentration camps once again. 


Home Office Attitude 


Miss Wilkinson, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Security, replied, and cxplained 
why the general control exercised over aliens 
required Section I of the 1919 Act to be continued 
under the Bill. Coming to the figures for which 
Mr. Davies had asked, she said that out of 4 total 
of 277,169 foreign persons over the age of 16 rezgis- 
tered with the pohce on March 31, 1943, 124, 
had been given ‘permission’ to enter this country 
under a condition which required them to leave on 
a date to be determmed by the Secretary of Siate 
Mr. Davies would thus see that there was a con- 
siicrably larger number than the 70,000 mentioned 
by him who must leave the cowliry when directed 
to do so by the Secretary of State. Among those 
was a considerable number of refugees who came 
from Austria, Germany, and Czechoslovakia before 
the war owing to Nazi persecution. Many more 
refugees had reached this country since May, 1940. 
There were approximately 277,000 scamen who were 
largely nationals of the Allied Powers in Europe and 
who. were giving excellent help in ofr war effort 
Although no steps had obviously been taken during 
the war to restore them to their own country or to 
effect their removal to other countries willing to 
receive them, their ultimate disposal was naturally 
a matier of grave concern to H.M. Government, 
and it would eventually have to be deakt with ander 
the powers vested in the Secretary of State by the 
Alrens Restrictions Acts 1914 and 1919, and the 
Orders made under them. “ 1. like other members 
who have had a great deal to do with thes 
refugees,” said Miss Wilkinson, “ know of thew 
appalling state of terror and how unhappy they arc. 
We do not want them to feel that they are going 
to be thrown owt the moment the war ends: and 
the advantage of legislating in this way for. the 
control of aliens by means of an Order m Council 
is that u provides a flexible instrument which can 
be amended as. frequently as ts found necessary to 
meet ai constantly changing and wunforsecable 
Situation.” 


Legalise Refugees’ Status 


Mr. S. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and Colne) 
spoke of the undesirability of continuing the present 
position indefinitely, because, onder ut. ahens were 
completely at the oiercy of the Secretary of Sate. 
He knew that Secretaries of State varied. but aliens 
had no appeal to any advisory tribunal, they had no 
appeal to the courts, they had no rights under the 
Habeas Corpus Acts, aad they had not even got 
the right that the detained persons under Reguia- 
tion (88 had of appearing before a tribunal and 
being given some information and some oppor- 
tunity of answering what was said against them. 
They were not merely compietety at the mercy. of 
the Department, completely at the mercy of the 
police, often completely at the mercy ol a secret 
forcign policé—because the Home Secretary him- 
self by the very mature of the case could know 
nothing about it personally—but they were in com- 
plete ignorance, heipless, isolated, with no know- 
‘edge of the language, no friends, and no legal 
rights at all except the opportunity of presenting 
petition after petition, as many of them did, appeal- 


ing to the mercy of the Minister. He should have. 


thought that at the end of 25 years there was a Case 
for investigating whether it. would not be 
to put thése matters on a considered legal basis as 
a permanency He should tke to have some assur- 
ance that the question was being considered and 
that at a not tow gistant date the Department would 
make proposals to see whether we could not in some 
way restore this flotsam and jetsam of world revolu- 
tion to the family of nations on a basis of some 
kind of equality with the rest of the work 


The Liberal Viewpoint 


Mr. Graham White (Lib., East BRKenhead) said 
this: was one of the most. difficuk and intractable 
human problems that.we should have to deal with 
as soon as the war came to an end. There would 
be some 40,000,000 souls who would have to be 
transferred from ane part of the world to another. 
It would be most lamentable if there were any doubt 
that we were not doing cnough, and whethicr the 
Government were doing all they could to help them. 


This anxiety was decpened and increased by the 
knowledge that if we said too much or, indeed, i 
we said anything at all, we might hinder the Govern- 
ment or do something contrary to the interest of 
those who were seeking to escape from ihe word 
tyranny the world had ever known. Many would 
to push™the Government to do far more. many 
were intensely dissatisfied with what the Govern- 
ment were doing, but would be a lamentable 
thing if members should give the wmpression thai 
they were thinking rather more of how they were 
going to get rid of those people than of heilpmg 
them. We wanted to help them while the war was 
on and to do our utmost to help them when the war 


was Over. 
A Sacred Tradition 


Mr. Edmund Harvey (ind., English Universities) 
supported what Mr. Graham White had said. It 
was of the utmost importance that we should main- 
tain the noble tradition that this country had mam- 
tained for centuries as a place of refuge for the 
oppressed and persecuted of every country. 
was very glad at the sympathetic way in which the 
Parhamentary Secretary had dealt with the mume- 
diate situation, and they all felt confidence in that 
spirit with which the Home Secretary and all his 
colleagues wished meet the many complica 
difficulties that arose in respect of these, our guests, 
some of whom he belicved would, in the end, not be 
guests but would pecome most valued fellow-citizens. 
In the past refugees had given to this country some 
of our most valuable citizens, men who had made 
great discoverics im science arid astronomy and had 
contributed to art and music, to culture and industry. 
ihey came, or their fathers or grandfathers came 
to us, as refugees from other countries for freedom 
tor their faith or political views. We should always 
want to remember that when we tried to deal with 
the exoceedinely complicated difficulties connected 
with this problem. With regard to the present pro- 
cedure, Mr. Harvey said the Government should 
consider replacing this temporary war-time measure 
by one suitable for permanent legislation and worthy 
of the great and noble tradition that this country 
had maintamed for so many years 

The discussion ended with Mr. George Renson 
(Lab.. Chesterficid) heping that members would 
cencentrate thor minds wpon.the wea of seme 
whether they could make Europe a place where our 
guests. coudd live m comilort raiher than that they 
should have to escape to us. 


Mir. Morrison's Attitude 


On the same day, the Home Secretary himseeff, 
ina written reply to Mr. H. W. Butcher (Lib. Nat., 
Holland-with-Boston),. said: “ht is mupeossible at 
this Stage to formulaic precue plans for the disposal 
after the war of refugees who have been admitted

own countries of the victims. of racial and political 
hatred who have had to flee from thew persccutors. 
indeed, it may well be the case that a comsiderable 
number of the refugees will wish to return to their 
own countries as soon as conditions have been 
stabjlised. Others may wish to emugrate to other 
countries: which may be prepared to recerve them.” 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL AND 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Dr. Morgan (Lab., Rochdale} asked the Post- 
master-Gseneral whether Dr, Basil Steele of Regent's 
Park received any remuneration from his Depart- 
ment as surgeon, London Post Oflwe Corps, St. 
John Ambulance Brigade: was this appointment 
made or approved by hi Depariment: whether he 
was aware that. as this doctor was m medical partiner- 
ship wath ins brother, Dr. Russell Steele; a local 
post. office “doctor, he frequently had to attend 
Post Office employees under the Post Office medica!

Rabbi J. J. Horowitz, = at a meeting of the 
London Executive of the Agudist World Organisation, 
said “In the face of the catastrophe which has be- 
failen the Jewish people # is only through united 
effort—and through fshubah—thait we can restore 
the shattered house of Israci. We deplore the dis- 
sensions which have recently arises in the American 
and Anglo-Jewish communities which have contri- 
buted to the dissolution of the American Emergency 
Committee and of the London Joint Consultative 
Committee. We welcome the steps which have 
recently been taken by the Board of Deputies to 
bring about co-operation on the part of representative 
Jewish bodies vis-d-vis the Inter-Governmental 
Committee, and we are prepared to assist in the fulfil- 
ment of this task.”

Vital Figures 
YISHUV’S LOW BIRTH-RATE 


By ALBERT M. HYAMSON 


The column on Palestine Statistics. published .in 
Tue on November 26. can now 
be supplemented by figures extracted from the 
Statistical Abstract for 1942 (Crown Agents for the 
Colonies : 9s. net.), which has since reached England. 
In some instances these fi, ares.can be brought up to 
date from the General Monthiv Bulletin _ 

The total population of Palestine at the end of 
941 was 1,585,500, of whom 973,104 or 61.4 per 
cent were Moslem, 474,102 or 29.7 per cent Jews, 
and 125,413 or 7.9 per cent Christians, These pro- 

rons Compare with a total population of 757.048 
589.177 Moslems, 83,794 Jews, and 71.468 
Christians) in 1922, 1.035.821 (759.712 Moslems. 
174.610 Jews, and 91,398 Christians), in 1931, and 
1,104,884 (789,980 Moslems, 209,207 - Jews. and 
95,165 Christians), in 1933, the first vear of the 
great immigration. 

Thus while the total population has more than 
doubled since 1922, the Moslem population has 
mcroased by 65 per cent, the Christian by 76 
per cent, and the Jewish by over 464 per cent Since 
1933 the Jewish population has increased by more 
than 126 per cent : | 

The Jewish increase is to be attributed mainly 
to immigration. Of recent years both the general 
birth and death rates and those of the several! com- 
munities have fallen almost consistently 

The highest birth-rate for the whole country was 
50.24 per 1,000 in 1926 and 38.58 in 1941. The 
Moslem rate was 55.48 in 1926, 46.42 in 1939. and 
4922 in 1941 The Christian rate—amone the 
Christians there is a larger proportion of celibates 
and elderly couples—was 40.12 in 1924, and 29.06 
in 1941 If these exceptional classes are imnored 
it is unitkely that there would be an appreciable 
difference between the Moslem and Christian. rates

Jews of European origin is even lower than -the 
figure given, and as European immigtation -con- 
tinues both the general and the Jewish birth-rate

During the same period the death-rate for. all 
communities in Palestine has fallen, for the whole 
country from 26.88 per 1,000 in 1928 to 13.90 in 
1939, and 16.32 in 1941. Here-too the figures for the 
whole are affected by those of Jews of FEuronean 
origin who not only have a low death-rate but 
recrunted very largely from among young pcopic 
The Mosiem death-rate in 1941 was 21.40. the Jewish 
7.39. and the Christian 11.09.. So far as infant 
is concerned the rate for the whole of 
Palestine in 1941 was 116.35 1,000 live births 
Among Mosiem< 
it ts 131.72, among Jews $5.59. and among Christians 
86.93. The conclusion of. these figures that 
whereas there were 27.390 bieths in 1941 among 
Moslems, Christians, and others. almost all. Arab. 
there were 6.004 among Jews 

Thus to keep the present proportion of the Jewrsh 
population, if the fresent conditions continue. 
Jewish immigration will always be necessary 

The low birth-rate is not due to the absence of 
marriages, for among the Jews, who constituted less 
than a third of the population, there were 6.482 
Jewish marriages in 1941 as compared with 12.078 
among the other tommunitics. In the divorce 
figures also the Jews occupy a high position. 1,597 
(Moslems 1.353: Christians 


Trade Figures for 1939 


Unfortunately detailed figures of forcign trade 
later than 1939 are not given “owing to the abnormal! 
features of trade during 1940 and 1941." In that 
year the balance of trade. was against Palestine to 
the extent of £9,.166.371 (imports £14,632.822: 
exports. £5,466,451).. Almost four-fifths of the 
exports consisted of fruit, 1.¢., citrus. Second on the 
list.. but a very long way down, came chemicals, 
drugs, dyes, and colours. Of imports wheat and 
wheat flour, iron pipes and tubes, and wood for 
citrus cases came high on the fist 

The export of citrus fruit which amounted to 
15.264.776 cases in 1938 fell to 7.590.465 im the fol- 
lowing Year. In 1940 77.735 cases were exported, and 
in 1941. 34.051. There has been no planting of new 
citrus groves since 1937, as a consequence of the 
unsatisfactory state of the industry, and since that 
year some 6,115 acres of orange groves have been 
uprooted. The production of crops varies very much 
year by year as a consequence of the weather Of 
cereals wheat is at the top of the list. and baricy 
comes second. Palestine is, however, still very 
largely dependent on imported food for its daily 
sustenance. Vegetable production has developed 

reatly in recent years, from 13,305 tons in 1928 to 
09.088 in 1938. 198.273 in 1940. and 189.794 in 
1941. Of these totals 15.434 were produced in the 
Jewish villages in. 1939, 24.426 in 1940, and 25.371 
in- 1941. Im these last figures are included potatoes, 
a new product of Palestine: 2.918 tons (1959), 7.581 
(1940), 7.294 (1941). The Jewish farms produced 
41.364.389 litres of milk «mn 1941 and 58.792,255 eggs 
The total area planted with tobacco and its produc- 
tion show remarkable variations, from 7.914 dunams 
(341,837 kilos) m 1928 to 55,410 dunams (2.504.203 
kilos) in 1937. The figures for the last three years 
are 1939, 15,137 dunams. $23,000 kilos; 1940, 
20.822 dunams, 985.477 kilos: 1941. 20.512 dunams. 
589.488 kilos 

These are only a few of the figures given in this 
valuable volume which to some extent takes the 
place of the Annual Blue Book who¢e pubncation 
was suspended on the outbreak of war. Much useful 
information is given also under the headings Climate, 
Meteorology, Animal Husbandry, Forestry, 
Fisheries, Transportation and Communication 
Labour, Prices, Finance, Education, Justice. and 
Medicine. One ateresns feature is the Census of 
Jewish Agriculture. But those who are interested in 
the development of Palestine should see this book.

‘When the peace comes we shall see one of the 
greatest treks of modern history-—the Jews of Europe 
returning to their ancient hameland.” © This was 
predicted by Mr, Aaron Wright when he gave his 
Presidential address to the annual conference of the 
Jewish National Fund at the Holborn Hall, W.C.1, on

Mr. Wright headed his address “The Year of 
Destiny.””. The Jewish National Fund, he said, had. 
broken all records. Their campaign, under the 
powerful and inspiring leadership of Mrs. Irma 
Lindheim, was superbly successful, im spite of war- 
time difficulties, the heavy burden of taxation, and 
the fact that their appeal followed so clese on the 
heels of the Keren Hayesod. During the year the 
Jewish National Fund exceeded its target and had 
raised over £200,000; including the promises made 
under covenant they reached the massive total of 


£384,000—an income larger than. that of any other: 


Jewish organisation in the British Isles. 

Co-operation between the leading Zionist bodies, 
he cantinued, had become very real during the past 
year They had developed the machinery of co- 
operation along empirical lines. Together with the 
Ziomst Federation and the Keren Hayesod they set 
up tte Joint Publications Commiftce and a had 
functioned smoothly and efficiently. An important 
development had been the formation of the Jom 
Education Committee on which the }.N.F. and the 
Zionist Federation were represented. 
dealt with the problems of Zionist education of their 
children and youth. and the J1.N.F. had undertaken 
to provide £5,000 a year for this vital work. 

With the Keren Hayesod they had worked very 
closely. indeed. Together they launched a United 
Palestine Appeal in a number of leading provinical 
communitigs and they obtained a striking response. 
in this united effort, the ** 
In full agreement with the Mizrachi they had 
formed the Machicket Hacharedim department of the 
J.N_F.. which had made excellent progress.

Eliminating Overlapping 


It was plain from what he had said that the Zionist 
movement in this country was strong and united. 
Lach organisation would preserve its independence 
and separate identity, but they had drawn ‘closer 
together. They were improving their machinery and 
chminating overlapping and duplication of cffort. 

Turning to the wider sphere, Mr. ‘Wright said that 
since the beginning of the war the J.N.F. had acquired 
200,000 dunams of land, an increase of 40 per cent on 
thetr tota? pre-war holdings. During the past year 
the world income of the Jewish National Fund: had 
reached the record figure of £1,100,000—an increase 
of more than £400,000 over the previous year 7 
total, which was also a record. During the fast 12° 
months the Fund had acquired no less than 41,600 
dunams of land. This has included important arcas 
in Galilee, and. to an increasing extent they. had 
penctrated into the Negev. Thirty-nine new Jewish 
setilements had been founded since the war. The 
area Of irrigated land (apart from orange groves) 
had almost trebled. The volume of agricultural 
production. had immensely increased. 

The Jews of Europe, like other men, were entitled 
to a hom Ai the end of the war they would go to 
Palestine no matter what the hardships and perils 
might be. He foretold that when the peace came they 
would see one of the greatest treks of modern history 
—the Jews of Europe returning to their ancient home- 
land. it would not be sufficient to flourish the White

The cardinal point.emerging from the trial (cables 
our Jerusalem correspondent) is undoubtedly the 
Government's determination to prosecute with the 
fullest rigour the law relating ‘to the concealment 
of illegal weapons and ammunition. The military 
prosecutor during the trial submitted that there 
could not be any distinction between defensive and

October 3—clearly indicating the concern with 
which the authorities view the clandestine holding 
of allegedly considerable quantities of tilegal arms 
by the Yishev and their anxiety to Know where these 
are coming from or are manufactured.

search, that past bitter experience cannot but lead

SOUTH AFRICAN JEWRY’S 


DAY OF MOURNING 

Bishop Condemns Anti-Semitism 

Tuesday of last week was Sbeerved. by ever 
Jewish community throughout the Union of Sout 
Africa as a day of mourning for the martyred Jews 
of Europe, 

Jewish business houses in all centres remained 
closed during the afternoon and placards displayed 
in the shop windows cxplained why. Synagogues 
were crowded during the special services. 

At a demonstration in Johannesburg, many thou- 
sands filled the Wanderers Stadium im spite of heavy 
rain. The speakers included Dr. Colin Steyn, 
Minister of Justice, and the Rt. Rev. G. H. Clayton, 
Bishop of Johannesburg. 

Dr. Steyn declared that the Nazi terror was not 
mercly a Jewish question, but of vital concern to 
the whole human race. Uniess Nazism is ended, al! 
the other nations will suffer even more grievously 
than the Jews, he said. In spite of the present cam- 
paign, Dr, Steyn concluded, “ Hitler will disappear 
but the Jew will survive. 

The Bishop of Johannesburg said, ““ We are with 
you in mourning for the victims and in detestation 
of the one and m the determination 
that the plans of the enemy shall be forled.” The 
Bishop added that he felt the Government was not 
doing. everything possible to give a haven to the 
refugees. 

Speaking of the danger of anti-Semitism, the 
Bishop stressed the imperative need of Combating 
this movement. ““Fhe end of the war will not see 
an automatic end of anti-Semitism,” he said, “it 
will be driven underground, but anti-Semitism as an 
attitude of the mind will not be abolished by the 
war. It requires a change of heart.’ 

Messages were read from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Chaym Weizmann, the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz. the Patestine Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, and other leading Jewish and non- 
Jewish persona lies. 


TITO'’S JEWISH VICE-PRESIDENT 


‘Moses Piado, the famous Jewish guerrilla leader, 
who has been fighting with Marshal Tiio’s Yugo- 
slav' Army of Liberation, has been appointed the 
first Vice-President of the Legislative body created 
by Marshal Tito. 

A recent report from. Yugoslav. Government 
circles in Cairo stated that Piado had been killed 
duiing a clash wah General Mihailovitch’s torces 
This report has, however, been denied by Thio's 
headquarters. 


QUISLINGS’ REWARD 


The Croat .quishing Ministry for the Maintenance 
of Property acquired by the State has issued & 
decree slating that all previously Jewish owned 
property which has been expropriated will be let 
for 1943-44. Ofiwials of the Tax Bureau, all other 
civil servants and farnfers who do not possess land 
of their own, are entitled to take over the property 
in’ question. 


ENDEKS WANT CABINET POSTS 


Strong measures are being taken by the Endcks, 
the Polish anti-Semitic grqup, in their efforts to 
secure a seat in the C abinet. The main pressure 
comes from the section ted by. Dr. Biclecki,. the 
leader of the more reactionary clemenis who last 
year made a pact with young Polish “ Nara” cle- 
ments in England, notoriows for their Fascist 
sympathies. two groups are now allied in 
their opposition to the Government. 

Myst Pousxa, the organ of the Biclecki group, 
bitterly attacked two Cabinet Ministers and mem- 
bers of the Polish National Council, former Endeks 
who had broken away from Bielecki's group and 
agreed to co-operate with the Polish Premier, The 
attack was so violent that Premier Mikolajiczyk felt 
obliged to issue a special communiqué defending 
fis Cabinet’s actions. This step ts considered in 
Jewish circles to be yielding ground to the Endeks 
and to forecast their entry into the Cabinet. It is 
felt that only a threat by the Socialists.to leave the 
Cabinet would be cflective in preventing inclusion 
of the Fndeks., 

The Endcks are also trying to bring pressure to 
hear through their friends in the army, in the belief 
that this cannot be easily disregarded by the Premier, 
who would hesitate to act contrary to the wishes 
of the army. 


COMB-OUT OF RUMANIAN JEWS 


Certain categories of Jews were recently ordered 
to report for medical re-examination. . These cate- 
gories included all Jews definitely declared unfit for 
manual work, but able to do intellectual work and 
light manual work locaily,.and all Jews who within 
the last six months had over 90 days’ leave. Jcws 
failing to report would be declared healthy and sent 
to compulsory labour service, 

The Rumanian Government has ordered ai! 
Jewish cemeteries to be razed and dwelling houses 
to be built on the sites. 

It has been discovered that several Jews who, 
according to the new Jew-law, are forbidden to own 
telephones, have succeeded in“ persuading” officials 
to procure telephones for them which are connecicd 
with the exchange. The cost of a single subscription 
generally amounted to 60,000 ler, besides the 
monthly payment of 5,000 let.

The Foreign Office has replied to an inquiry made

p to February, the Jews of Salonika had been 
more Or less left alone, the report says. Then repre- 
sentatives of the Rosenberg Organisation arrived, 
accompanied an SS. detachment.

The members of the Com- 
munity Council, according to this report, co- 
operated with the Nazis in return fo: a promise that 
— themselves would be exempi from deportation. 

t the beginning of March the Council mstructed 
all Jews to report to collect Star of David badges, 
the wearing of which was compulsory for all Jews 
over the age of three. At the same time the Council 
recruited a “ Jewish civil guard “ consisting mainly 
of Jewish refueeces from Germany and Poland who, 
according to the report, had to do the Nazis’ “ dirty 
work “ tin dealing with the Jewish population. 


Jews Confined in Five Ghettoes 


On March 10, all Jews were ordered to be con- 
centrated in five quarters Of the city. Within four 
days the five ghetioes were established. The Nazis 
next forbade the non-Jewish population to carry 
on any trade with the Jews. few days later the 
Jews were forbidden to leave the confines of the 
ame quarters, The Greek gendarmerie and the 

wish. crvil guard were made responsible for the 
enforcement of the ghetto regulations. Greeks who 
managed to enter the ghettocs brought food to 
the Jews. 

The Baron de Hirsch quarter became the deporta- 
tion centre. . The exodus began at the end of March. 


. when, escorted by Gestapo euards, 3,000 men. 


women, and children were herded into a train made 
up of cattle trucks, Seventy people were packed 
into each truck, After the departure of the first 
convoy a ncw batch of victims was brought into 
the Hirsch quarter. Convoys continued to leave 
Salonika throughout April and May. By June 10, 
50,000 Jews had been deported. 


The report. describes the efforts made by Greeks 


to save the remnants of Salonika Jewry after pro- 
tests by the Salonika Metropolitan, Mer. Cennadios, 
and other prominent personalities had been of no 
avail. 

This magaificent solidarity movement has not 
failed to create victims,” the report comments

JEWS ROBBED OF -WARM 
CLOTHING 


The Bulgarian Government has ordered the con- 
fiscation of all furs and warm clothing belonging to 
Jews. It ts believed that this clothing is for the use 
of the Army. 

The “Minister of the Interior, Hristov, has 
announced that the Jewish population sumbers 
37,147, of whom 25,032 lived in Sofia before their 
expulsion from the capital, Over 300 Jewish 
families have lately emigrated from the country. 

Bulgarian police, arded by the Gestapo, carried 
out extensive raids in Jewish quarters im the country, 
and arrested 141 Jews who have been charged with 
taking a leading part in sabotaging the war effort 
by causing soppsiges on the railways and in the 
factories. 


A “ PURE” NAZI CIVIL SERVICE 


A decree has been issued by the Reich Minister of 
the Interior to the effect that marriage with a woman 
who was previously married to a Jew is incompatible 
with the respect and. confidence in civil 
servants, and the latter must declare ore Marriage 
that their future wives were not formerly the wives 
of Jews. The same applies to femaic civil servants 
with regard to their husbands.

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PALESTINE’S FUTURE 


AS briefly mentioned last week, the conception of Pales- 
tine’s ultimate future as a Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth is winning ever wider and more sympa- 
thetic consideration in the press and amongst the public. 
Particularly notable, in this connection, are the valuable 
letters on the subject for which the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, 
with characteristic political judgment, has provided liberal 
space. An outstanding contribution among these came 
from the pen of the Rev. Dr. James Parkes. Objective and 
informed, this remarkable analysis. of the facts, with its 
habitually shrewd and above all practical insight. into 
realities, cut like cold steel through the entanglement, and 
straight to the roots of Palestine perplexities. Coming from 
one who is neither a Jew ‘nor an Arab, and whose political 
judgment has been marked by sturdy independence and 
high idealism, his contribution had therefore a particular 
significance in the discussion of Palestine’s future status. 

After explaining the unsatisfactory situation in which a 
trusteeship such as that conferred by the Mandate inevit- 
ably finds itself—a position in which it is confronted by 
two distinct and separate loyalties neither of which it ts 
permitted under its trust to seek for itself—-he refers to 
a very helpful article by Professor L. B. Namier, which had 
appeared in the same paper a few days earlicr. In this, 
it was contended that the basic aims of the Arab moyement 
—complete independence, national unrty,.and -climination 
of Eurapean political influence and interference-—could 
never be attained if Palestine were inciuded in the Arab 
association of States. Obviously, as Mr. Namier had con- 
tended, the world would not consent to the degradation of 
Palestine Jewry to the “ status of the Bagdad ghetto.” Nor 
would it deliver the Christian minority and the Holy Places 
to unfettered Arab control. “Interference “ would therefore 
be inevitable, and interference 1s just what the ardent Arab 
nationalists are sworn to do away with. 

In all the circumstances, Dr. Parkes warns us that a radical 
solution must be sought for the Palestine problem, and 
accordingly considers thai the taking of steps to develop 
the country. into a Jewish State, a member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, with its Holy Places under 
international control, ts a practical political suggestion— 
a proposal, incidentally, closely akin to that advanced a 
few days before by a Conservative M.P., Sir Jocelyn 
Lucas. Dr. Parkes urges, however, that the two ideas— 
Jewish State and British Dominion—-should be kept separate 
for the time being. On grounds of political expediency 
there is much to be said for this separate development 
of what must ultimately be a single result: In the mean- 
time we should point out that it is very important to note 
that the Jewish British Dominion idea is singularly in Ime 
wit: a pronounced trend of British political thought. It 
notable speakers, from political platforms, can openly invite 
the smaller European nations into the British family of 
nations, it would only be in tune with general tendencies to 
invite into the same association a land with whose Biblical 
traditions and ideals Brita. has, for generations, been 
ardently in sympathy, together with the people whose. 
ancestors were the vehicles of those ideals. 

Dr. Parkes’ touches upon another matter which has 
engaged a certain amount of attention in connection with 
Palestine ever since the time of the Royal Commission— 
the creation of machinery to facilitate the transference of 
Arabs from Palestine and their settlement in one or more 
of the purely Arab countries. He points out that the 
Palestine Arab is, to all intents and purposes, a Syrian. In 
point of fact, We may add, the existence of Palestine in 
modern times as a political unit dates back only to the 
British conquest during the last war. Till then, and for 
hundreds of years, under Turkish rule, the whole of 
Palestine (including what we now call Transjordan) was 
known simply as a part of Syria. If, therefore, Palestine 
Arabs transferred to other parts of this quondam territorial 
entity, they would experience no painful wrench. They 
would find themselves among their own race virtually in 
the same country. and would be no less at home than would 
be a Surrey man in Kent. It must be stressed, however, that 
all schemes and proposals for transfer, or for providing the 
opportunity therefor, are, as has consistently been empha- 
sised in these columns, not really a question for Jews at 
all. Jews have always marntained that there ts ample room 
for a definite Jewish majority in Palestine without dijs- 
placing a single Arab. or encroaching on any one of his 
rights. If some of the Arabs nevertheless fcel that they 
would be happier in one of the purely Arab countries 
willing to receive them, that is for the parties cencerned 
to decide. Certainly Jews would never support any pro- 
cess of pressure upon the Arabs of Palestine such as has 
marked the treatment of minorities in Europe; indeed, 
anything approaching unfair treatment of the Arabs follow- 
img the creation Of a Jewish majority would be regarded 
by Jews everywhere as at best a detestable non-sequitur, and 
at. worst as a betrayal not so much of the Arabs as of 


the whole Palestine ideal, the Jewish people, and all for . 


which Jews have stood throughout the ages. This attitude 
on the part of Jews is difficult to grasp for those antagonists 
Zionism ip this country who icnd.io judge all people by 
their own fascistic weaker-to-the-wall morality. They 


can therefore pump up quite a lot of sentimental enthu- 


cle 
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siasm in Parliament and elsewhere for what they describe 
as “the poor wronged Palestine Arabs.” Yet mostly their 
personal record of real humanitarian effort—except for 
a consistent “ don't let's be beastly to the Nazis ” attitude— 
has been meagre in the extreme. 

The urgent necessity of getting to grips with the Pales- 
tine question grows ever sharper as the closing phases of 
the war unfold. It is quite intolerable to mitelligent 
observers of the scene that the difficulties and frustrations 
which have beset Jewish national rehabilitation in recent 
years should be allowed to encumber the task and halt 
its fulfilment. And it is specially incomprehensible, at a 
time when the acute Jewish problem in all its multiple 
forms will shortly demand from the victorious powers 
resolute and statesmanlike handling, that the only clear 
light on these otherwise insurmountable complexities 
should be dimmed by the operation of ignorance, personal 
interests, or individual prejudices. Those who, whether in 
our own Jewish household or outside, whether in this 
country or abroad, oppose, for sentimental or other 
reasons, the development of a self-governing Jewish Pales- 
tine, should ponder very carefully Dr. Parkes‘s comparison 
between the desperate need on the Jewish side and the 
absence on that of the Arabs of any strong economic or 
social urge. Let them, too, take note of his warning that 
while “ fair government of Arab by Jews is conceivable: 
for a fair recognition of Jewish needs of expansion by the 
Arabs we have absolutely no evidence.” 

It is sometimes asserted*in objection to proposals for 
the permanent association of Britain with Palestine that 
such a step would be regarded as imperialism, if not as a 
cynical violation of the Allied pledge to seek no territorial 
gains from the war. Imperialism is a much misused and 
pervetied word which leads a harassed life in these days. 
But however anxious certain. persons gnight be to apply 
it to the setting up of an independent Jewish Palestine in 
association with Great Britain, their mischievous efforts 


would make little impression upon fair-minded persons, 


particularly if the object was to bestow similar rights to those 
of the other British Dominions. Actually such an association 
would not be a new territorial gain for Britain but only 
the carrying on of an old relationship which began with 
that Mandate that has never to this day been legally ended. 


It has to be remembered that Britain's share of responsi- 


bility for post-war peace demands for her the security of 
the Suez Canal. This is vital‘not only for her own frec- 
dom and that of France, and indeed, fdr the peace of the 
whole Mediterranean area, but for the freedom of India, 
Australia, and New Zealand, as the present conflict vividly 
demonstrates; and in the broadest sense for the freedom 
of all the Continents. 
States. There remains only one place—Palestine——where 
there is the opportunity if not the necessity of establishing 
a political system loyally co-operating with the British Com- 
monwealth. A Jewish Palestine as a British Dominion 
would guarantee the Canals safety.. To urge that it should 
be set aside and spurned in obedience to local Arab pre- 
judices, or the greed. of a set of Arab nationalists whose 
leaders have been conspicuously in the Axis pocket and 
whose rank and file have only managed to summon up a 
tepid friendiiness to this country since her prospects in 
the war have so improved, is political nonsense if not 
wicked sabotage of enlightened effort to establish world 
security. Such tactics, reactionary in the worst sense of 
the word—surely not by accident associated all too often 
with anti-Semitism and other symptoms of Nazi-Fascism 

will in the long run be recognised for what they are 
worth, and their practisers estimated accordingly. 


“HE iS A JEW” 


In two recent criminal cases, in each of which a Jew figures in 
the dock, pointed reference was made in court to the fact. At first 
glance, and having regard to the ‘prevalent censorious attitude 
towards Jews, this is perhaps not surprising. 
that, under the unique dispensation which ranges all Jews, 
metaphorically speaking, in the dock ‘alongside the . actual 
defendants, the practice must ultemately be fraught with ugly 
consequences. 
Jewishness of the defendant has been stressed by the. prosecu- 
tion in the hope, no doubt, of influencing the jury against him. 
But such instances, when brought to the attention of those 
responsible for the prosecution, haye usually led to sincere 
recognition of the undesirability of such procedure: Some- 
limes, as in an instance on record, the Jewishness of the 
defendant has been plainly implied in his pleas, such as'thai at 
one time he rendered service to certain Jewish public causes, the 
object here being to secure mitigation of punishment. Occa- 
sionally, as in the two cases mentioned above, references to 
the Jewishness of certain of the parties are made from. the 
Bench itself, though it is to be presumed that this would. not 
have happened if the point had not been raised by one of the 
parties concernéd and had thus entered into the evidence. 
Besides this 
or religion of parties in a case has plainly to do with the 
proceedings and as such has entered inte the evidence, the 
whole practice of dragging it into the hearing is contrary to 
the high judicial standards of this country, and this considera- 
tion is just as weighty even if the names of the individuals 
concerned may themselves indicate their Jewish origin. More- 
over, taking the long‘view and in the public interest, this holds 
true even though the purpose in view when the question of 
a party's racial or religious affiliations is brought up is wholly 
benevolent... In one of the instances referred to, the Judge 
warmly praised the loyalty of two Jews, while castigatihg a 
third who had tried, but failed, to defraud them and seduce 
them from their military duty. It is a plain statement of the 
truth to say that it will be the guilt of the one seducer .rather 
than the honoyr.of those two who. resisted it that will sink 
deep into the minds of the ntany and, of course, be made the 
most of in anti-Jewish quarters.

A "*ELUSION SHATTERED 


Some will sententiously declare that the very best way out of a 
wretched situation would be for Jews never to incur prosecution. 
But that is, plainly, a counsel ~* perfection impossible of realisa- 
tion in any community in the present stage of human develop- 
ment. One thing the practice of which we complain does establish, 
is the absurdity of the contention advanced in some purblind 
Jewish circles that the Jew differs only im religion from other 
citizens. It is obvious that mafy of those citizens, including 
learned and well-disposed judges, don't think so. For how 
often do we find the religious beliefs or associations of other 
wrong-doers introduced into the court discussions—and thence 
into the headlines? 


REFUGEES, AFTER WAR 


WuHeN the war ends there will be some 40 million human 
beings who will have to be transferred from one part of the 
world to another. This statement was made during a recent 
House of Commons discussion on refugees; and it illustrates 
the vastness and complexity of this post-war problem. In this 
country, it was officially mentioned, there are some 277,000 - 
foreigners over the age of sixteen registered with the police, 
of whom 124,000 have been permitted to enter under a con- 
dition which requires them to leave on a date determined by 
the Secretary of State. Among these was a considerable 
number from Austria, Germany, and . Czechoslovakia who 
arrived before the war in flight from Nazi persecution, and 
many more had come since May, 1940. The official attitude, 
so far as it could be disclosed at present, was stated sympatheti- 
cally. Speaking for the Home Office, Miss Wilkinson said 


‘she knew of the appalling state of terror of the refugees and 


how unhappy they were; ang she went on to give the assurance 
that it was not desired that they should feel that they were going 
to be thrown out the moment the war ends. Their ultimate 
disposal was naturally a matter of grave concern to the 
Government. These words should go a little way to moderate 
the apprehensions of the strangers in our midst. Many of 
these unfortunates have rendered, and are rendering, notable 
service to the State, and not one is on public record as having 
sought to betray it. Although .the problem is a world one, 
incapable of solution in the midst of the war, at least it dtserves 
to be discussed outside as well as in Parliament in a kindly 
spirit which, as one speaker in the debate pleaded, would not 
give the impression that they were thinking more of how to 
get rid of the refugees than to help them. 


BACK TO GERMANY ? 

It was urged, in the- course of the debate, thal attention 
should be concentrated upon secing whether Europe could 
be made a place where our guests could live in comfort rather 
than have to escape to us. This view seems to have found 
somé countenance in the mind of the Home Secretary, Mr. 
Herbert Morrison, who, in a written reply to a question, 
reminds us that one of thé objects for which we are fighting 
is the overthrow of WNazi-Fascist tyranny and the estab-| 
lishment of conditions in Europe which will allow the resettle- 
ment in their own countries of the victims of raciab and political 
hatred who have had to flee from their persecutors. He pins 
his faith to the tdea that “it may well be the case that a 
considerable number of the refugees will wish to return to 
their own countries as soon as.conditions have been stabilised.” 
Perhaps something in this declaration depends on what he 
means by “ stabilisation.” If he implies by it a state of public 
order under the.supervision or compulsion of Allied bayonets, 
then the terrible anti-Semitism fostered by the Nazi regime will 
still smoulder with -great intensity underground and render 
the situation precarious for Jews. If by “stabilised” he 
intends to convey that thé German youth are to be re-educated 
and the whole country disinfected of the pestilence of Nazism, 
then it will be decidedly an “ unconscionable time ” before any 
German Jew in his senses will want to return to the Nazi hell. 


A LITTLE IMAGINATION, PLEASE! 

Ir the Germans should, by some inconceivable Allied folly, 
win the war or even contrive a draw, the Jew will be held 
responsible for their>sufferings in the struggle. If, as we all 
profoundly believe, they lose, defeat will be laid at his doors. If 
the returning refugees remain poor, they will be denounced as a 
pauper burden; if they progress they will be objects of violent 
envy. Whatever happens, the Jew will be, or be made, the symbo! 
of German martyrdom, and although Mr. Morrison himself 
is, as we know, if anything, amiably disposed towards 
symbols when they take human form, the same generosity of 
disposition could not be expected from the Nazis, blooded by 
their exercises in extermination, should they come face to face 
with the refugee remnant of their victims. So we may be sure 
that a little, imagination stimulated by a drop or two of sincere 
sympathy would force a realisation that the number of Jewish 
refugees who will willingly return to. the “den of the tiger” 
will not be anything like so “considerable” as the Home 
Secretary thinks. This is no mere matter for speculation. After 
the war the entire refugee problem will rush, flood-like, upon 
Allied ‘statesmen. It would be a sad thing if in the attempt. 
to handle it they should be misled and befuddled by precon- 
ceived notions of a German or Rumanian Paradise which 
exists only in their own Utopian—or conveniently wishful— 
dreams. 


MISS RATHBONE’S PLEAS 

MEANWHILE those brothers and sisters of the refugees who 
have not been so fortunate as to escape Hitler's clutches are 
being steadily and diabolically destroyed, more and more every 
day, every hour Words of gratitude are as inadequate as they 
are unsought to tell Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., what 
enlightened human opinion the world over thinks of her magnifi- 
cent and selfless fight to save a few more souls from the Nazis 
poison-gas chambers and machine-gun Slaughter-houses 
Poland. Mr. Eden had nothing new to say in reply to her 
heart-rending appeal. He will look into the matter. Perhaps 
if only for a few hours he could actually look into these ghastly 
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‘Road, on Saturday, December “24. 1943.

YIDDISH POET KILLED IN BATTLE 


Moishe Chastshevatzki, the Yiddish poet, has 
been killed while fighting with the Russian Forces. 
The late poet, who was 45 years Old. was a con- 
tributor to many Yiddish journals. He transiaicd 
ithe work of ¢t Russian poet Lermontoff into 
Yiddish. The first collection of his own verse was 
called “ Dorsht * (Thirst)... Many of his os 
dealt with the ey of the Jews in the Ukraine 
at the hands of the White Guard. A tribute to 
Chastschevatzki by 110 Jéwish writers has been 
blished in the Moscow organ of. the Jewish Anti- 
ascist Committee. 


MR. MICHEL BERMAN (Cairo), aged 58. was 
President of the Ashkenazi Community of Cai 
for seven years. He was born in Odessa, educat 
m Cairo, and entered the Egyptian Government 
service, in which he reached senior positions im the 
administration. of ports and lighthouses, and at the 
Ministry of Communications, He retired in 19274 
to devote himscif to business and communal activi- 
ties, Mr. Berman was Grand President of the 
B'nai B'rith for the district of Egypt and the Sudan 
Life President of the Hiram Lodge of the Grand 
Lodge of France, Hon. General Secretary of the 
Jewish Welfare Club, which has done fine work for 
the Forces, and was an active Zionist 


DR. ALFRED KLEE (Holland), aged 68, was 
a well-known German Zionist leader. His death 
in a concentration camp near Amsterdam is reported, 
Heart trouble was officially given as the cause of 


death. Dr. Kiee was one of the first supporters of ~ 


Herz! in Germany, and already in 1899 was elected 
a member of the Zionist General Council, He 
founded the “ Jiidische Volkspartei “ which stood 
for Jewish communal activities on a Zionist basis, 
and was the first Ziontst to be clected Chairman 
of the Council of the Berlin Jewish Community. 
Settling in Holland im 193%, he took a leading part 
in Jewish communal file. He was interned only a 
few months ago. Wis daughter, Mrs. Rawidowiz, 
is the wife of Dr. Simon Rawidowicz. the well 
known Hebraist

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
Dreamers and Prophets 


gb portion of the Law this wéck and the 
prophetic lesson are by their contents closely 
connected with one another. This is always 


the case, But this week, it strikes us even at t 
first glance. The dreams of Joseph in the portion of 
the Law correspond to the exact definition of a 


prophet in our prophetic lesson. Thus run the 
powerful words in chapter iii of the book of Amos, 
verses 3-8. We should carefully read them. “* Will 
two walk together, cxacept they have met? Will a 
hon roar in the forest, when he hath no prey? 
Will a young lion give forth his voice out of his 
den, if he have taken nothing? Will a bird fall in 
a snare upon the carth, where there is no lure for 
wt? Will a snare spring ap from the ground, and 
have taken nothing at afl? Shall the horn be blown 
m a city, and the people not tremble? Shall evil 
befall a city, and the Lord hath not done it? For 
the Lord God will do nothing, but He revealeth His 
counsel unto His Servants the prophets, The lion 
roared, who will not fear? The Lord God hath 
spoken, who can but prophesy?” The metaphorical 
pictures all point to one thing, that the prophet is 
nothing bul the “ mouth” of God. A lion roars, 
it follows that his prey is before his eves, A bird 
falls in a snare upon the earth, it follows that there 
must have been a hunter or a peasant who lured that 
bird into the snare. The horn sounds in the town, 
it follows that the watchman on the tower blowing 
the horn has sighted the approaching cnemy. All 
these pictures describe a logical necessity. And 
there 1 also a certain inescapable necessity which 
impels the prophet, He has to speak. And when 
he speaks,-somebody has made him «peak. Arid 
that somebody ts God. Where the prophet speaks, 
there God himself addresses us. God himself. 
“ Will two walk together, cacept they have met? 
God ss where there is a prophet. “ For the Lord 
God will do nothing, but He revealeth His counscl 
unto His servants the prophets.” 


( UR understanding of the Biblical prophecy its 

hampered by the use of the word “‘prephet,” 
which is customary but not sufficient. The Hebrew 
word is usually translated into the word 
prophet, The ancient Romans and Greeks had then 
* prophets and that meant to them people who 
foretold things that would occur in the future. That 
is witcheraft, astrology, or whatever we may call 
But a Biblical prophet is not a prophet in that sense 
If we are secking another word more fitted to capress 
what the Hebrew N23 means, we might use the word 


speaker or messenger or announcer. Tite as is 
a speaker who steps before the community and 


utters his message hat 
has to be a skilled orator. 
nicssage, Ihe community may regard him as a 
dreamer, as & grumbler, or cven as a dangerous 
social enemy. : But the community might be mis- 
taken. He might be the true announcer of the 
commandment which God himself « giving us at 
that moment. 

- Shall we call prophets those modern men, intel- 
lectuals and writers, politicians and: pocis, who 
influence our life; demanding sistice where injustice 
rules? Shall we say these imicligctuals are 
prophets, who challenge the statesman 
and jump into the breach wherever the oppressed 
and despised have no spokesman? there is no 
Jewish teaching about the end of prophecy. What 
we have been taught ts the uniqneness of the Mosaic 
prophecy. Every prophet Moses is nothing 
bul a renewer of the Mosaic teaching. Every prophet 
alter Moses 1s a pup! of Moses or he is a taise 
prophet. But a moderh Contemporary demanding 
justice for the oppressed, bread for the poor,.is m 
that respect a pupil of Moses 


does not imply that. he 
He simply conveys his 


FE must not put Biblical prophcts on such a high 
pedestal that we no longer sce them as human 

And where we see them as human beings we shal! not 
shrink from comparing with them some of our own 
contemporaries who stand: unflinchingly for truth 
and justice. We-might be reluctant: to compare 
contemporarics with the prophets, because we sec 
our contemporaries with their faults and short- 
comings. But the main question is, have they becn 
servants of justice and truth in the way the prophets 
were? Have they been ready to take up the mission” 
God asks, “ Whom shall I send and. who Will go 
for us?" and Isaiah's answer “ Here am I; send 
me,” is after all but obedience and readiness. And 
this obedience and readiness. must also be acknow- 
ledgcd in the case of some contemporaries, Jewish 
and non-Jewish. The prophetic in the 
Bible is not a matter for the historian of antiquity 
oniv. tt is a stream which stil flows wm our own 
time, The contemporarics. whom we might be 
inclined to call prophets were not even always great 
thinkers and men of genius. But when Balaam is 
blind and silent, Balaam’s ass speaks. Man's 


obedience to God in listening to the voice that is not - 


of this world is still the light that illumimes ovr age. 
Not only is the great fire mmportant, but the tiny 
sparks also. 

In teaching our children the words of the prophets 


we have to remind them that these men, their deeds, | 
The necessity ts 


and their words set an cxample, 
still urgent and opportunities abundant to fight for 
what they have gloriously fought. For, to give the 
shortest possible definition of what a prophet is, 
he is a servant of justice and truth. And to serve 
justice and truth ts always as simple and always as 
dangerous as it was. in the time of the Biblical 
propmets.

A statement on the Bermuda Conference on® the Shaven Crown Inn at Shipton-under-Wychwood ,

Over and above the admission into Palestine 
which had already taken place under the White 
Paper or under special — provisions, the Pales- 
tine Administration had offered to receive some 
14,000 potential Jewish refugees, mainly women and 
children. from south-@astern Europe. 

Arrangements were undertaken for the issue Dy 
several nations of a declaration having as is Object 
to reassure neutral “States regarding the future of 
refugees, and thereby to encourage them to give 
temporary asylum to refugees. This declaration, 
which will be published shortly, provides convincing 
evidence that the United States and British Govern- 
ments regard the refugee Durden as one to he borne 
through common international action in which they 
themselves are fully prepared to take thew proper. 
share 

The two Governments have also discussed with 
particular neutral Siates the question of affording 
to those States assistance towards the maimtenance 
and other expenses incurred by them sn the reception 
of refugees. Switzerland is at present giving shelter 
to some 64,000 refugees and prisoners of war, and m 
recent weeks Sweden has received more than 8,000 
refugees from Denmark

RESTITUTION FOR RETURNING 
: REFUGEES ? 


Deputy Commissioner’s Address 


An account of the positive achievements ih refugec 
work made possible by Allied victories during the 
past year, and an estimate of the post-war position, 
were given by Dr. G. G. Kullmann, Deputy High 
Commissioner for Refugees, last Sunday morning 


He was speaking to the Associatien of Jewish 
Refugees in Great Britain Mr A. Schoye: 


presided 

Dr. Kullmann gave some details of how the Alhed 
successes in the Mediterranean arca had. greatly 
improved the position of the refugees.’ In Spain, 
the situation had almost been cleared up. At present 
there was only a residue of Stateless persons, 
about 2,000, mainly Germans and Austrians if the 
country. 

Dr. Kullmann did not think that there was any 
possibilty of any large-scaic measure of rescue 
during the war. Criticism had been made of the 
Bermuda Conference, but to those who took a more 
sober view, it Was @ success. 

The skeleton of the Evian Inter-Governmenial 
Refugee Commitice had remained during the war, 
and that had now been strengthened. 

Discussing the post-war problem, Dr. Kulimann 
distinguished between the tasks of Unrra and the 
inter-Governmental Committee. In the liberated 
areas. Unrra would take care of the physical needs 
of refugees. 

His Commuttee would be concerned with non- 
physical needs, “ We want to reunite families,” he 
said: The American Vice-Director of the Com- 
mittée was about to set up machinery to deal with 
the refugees in the camps in Southern Italy. 

He assured his audience that neither the High 
Commissioner nor he would “in any circum- 
stances allow physical compulsion to force anyonc 
to go where he did not want Ww.” 

So far as the return back home was concerned, 
proposals had been submitted to the United Nations 
for financial restituiion

When the Rev. Dr. James Parkes spoke in one 
of a series of lunch-hour lectures at University 
College, London, on “ The Jewish Problem after 
the War,” Prof. MacMurray, who presided, called 
it the central problem of the war, and said that 
unless we were able to solve it we would not truls 
have won this war. 

Dividing the Jews into three groups, Dr. Parkes 
said that to those in Western Europe full civic 
equality had to be restored; for those'in Centra! 
and Eastern Europe we must not go back to the 
fallacious political solution of Versailles: the 
Jewish problem in Eastern Europe was in the first 
place a social-economic problem and  social- 
economic planning was necessary. im regard, 
thirdly. to Palestine, effective power musi be given 
to one of the two peoples, Jews or Arabs. The 
moral and legal claims on historical grounds were 
equal, but with a view to the future the Jews had 
far better clainys, as the Arabic world was. larec 
and only sparsely populated, whereas the Jews, up- 
rooted, had no other land to go to. The speaker 
wanted the Jewish homeland to include all Biblical 
Palestine—Transjordan as well as Cis-Jordan 

As to what should be done to the Arabic popula- 
tion, Dr. Parkes proposed that, as the Germans 
could not make full reparation for what they. had 
done to the Jews, they could make a corporate act 
of reparation, and take the main charge fer the 
resettlement of those Arabs who wish to leave 
Palestine, consisting of Compensation for property 
left behind, cost of resettlement, and capital for 
preparation of new areas by irrigation, etc. He 
was confident, said the speaker, that many decent 
G-rmans, who still existed, would even be glad of 
a chance of partly paying their debt to the Jews.

Quickly, all went 
to work to get rid of the accumulation of rubbish 
and dirt that the enemy had left. Men worked with 
a will at everything until the place shone in cleanlt- 
ness and order. Then someone said, “ Let's light 
the ‘TOR AS" (Perpetual Lamp). The priests 
went to look for the sealed cases of oil, because 
they would not let anything that had been touched 


by the heathen serve in the worship of God. What. 


was their dismay to find only one small cask of oil, 
sufficient for one day's use. Messengers were sent 
hurriedly to get fresh supplies. At the earliest 
calculation, the messengers could not return for at 
least eight days, as it was a four days’ journey away, 
but the priest suggested that they should light the 
lamp even if the oil were sufficient for only the 
one day. To their great wonder and astonishment. 
the little lamp burnt on, never flickering and never 
wavering, as if it, too, wanted to show its faith in 
God lt stayed alight until the astonished 
messengers arrived home a week later. 

Just as the light never failed, $0, too, the light 
of. the Jewish. people will never go out. 

To remind us of the miracle of the off we light 
the lights, one extra on each night, and while the 
candles twinkle and gleam we refrain from working 
and play games as if on holiday. . :

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ELIJAH OF LONDON 
A Great English Jew 


—_ of London,” the most illustrious lish 
' Jew of the Middle Ages, was the subject of Dr. Cecil 
Roth's presidential address to the Jewish Historica! 
Societ of England. 

As Dr. Roth, who is rating from an illness, 
was unable to be present at the meeting of the Society 
held last Sunday at the Western Synagogue, 115, 
Wigmore Street, W.1. Mr. Lewis Edwards read his 
paper. The Rev. S. Levy presided. 

udents of medieval Anglo-Jewish history, stated 
Dr. Roth, constantly found their attention arrested 
by the versatile and active personality of Magister 
Elias fil’ Magistri Mossei, or (as he was called in 
Hebrew) Rabbi Elijah Menahem ben Rabbi Moses 
of London. He belonged to the most distinguished 
medieval Anglo-Jewish family—the only one, indeed, 
which they were able to trace in England generation 
after generation for the best ant of the two tragic 
centuries in question. His father and several of 
his brothers. were also men of note in their day and 
the family’s prominence continued in the following 
generation down to the expulsion of 1290. 

The tamily was derived from the Rhineland and 
descended from the great Rabbi Simeon ben Isaac, 
who lived about the year 1000. It was Elijah’s 
great-grandfather who emigrated to England in 1170 
and first acted as a financier at Bristol, afterwards 
moving to Oxford. 


Finance and Commerce 


As a financier, Elijah is known to have had dealings 
with the King and Queen, to have lent money to 
nobles and to commoners, and to have invested 
money tm property. When, later on, progressive 
restrictions on Jews made it impossible for them to 
engage im the large transactions they had previously 
engaged in, he went into commerce and traded in 
corn and wool, for which he was given a licence. One 
particularly mteresting transaction in which he was 
engaged with another Jewish magnate, was the 
import of seven tuns of good wine made according to 


Jewisk rite which was presumably. a matter of piety 


rather than of business. 

His rabbinic knowledge was recognised by the 
authorities and he was calied upon to adjudicate in 
Jewish law, his decisions often being enforced try the 
civil authorities. His competence in these matters 
indicated the high intellectual level of English Jews 
at that time, For Ke was English born of English 
descent. 

He was undoubtedly known to the great Jewish 
scholars of his time on the Contiment, and there are 
references to him in many writings of that time. He» 
was accustomed to act as Chazan, leading the con- 
grégation in prayer, a post. which was then not yet 
proiessionalised. As so many Rabbis of thai time, 
he was also a physician and had a reputation as such 
on the Continent. He was the author of many 
learned commentaries on Mishna and Talmud.

But why, asks the sceptic, should Jewish women 

aspire tO a virtue in the mass in excess of any other 
women? Well, if the term Jewish woman were 


to become synonymous with standards of conduct - 


and cthical principles definitely superior to those 
demanded of others, might not their influence and 
prestige indeed perform the miracle that ts needed 
to-day to save the Jewish people from the terrible 
tragedy that has overtaken it? 

¢ have been taught by our Rabbis of the value 
of a good name, which surpasses even wisdom and 
piety. To-day we have been told by a great philo- 
sopher-siatesman, Field-Marshal- Smuts, that, after 
the war, Eng!and will be poor, but immensely rich 
in honour and prestige. As a people, we Jews have 
been for two thousand years very poor materially. 
but immeasurably rich in spiritual values. We 
have lacked that power without which Ficld-Marshal 
Smuts has told us, it is impossible to encourage 
even the will to estabinh on earth the principles 
and practices which we believe are the Divine 
intention for humanity. Alt no time in our history 
have the Jewish people been able to forbid the 
torture or execution of fellew-Jews, infiocent 
victims, now of religious, now of racial, intolerance 
aml persecution, 

In the light of Ficid-Marshal Smists’s analytis of 
posi-war conditions perhaps the kinship of fecling 
between the English people and the Jewish people 
may develop imto an even closer association. At 
periods of history when England has enjoyed the 
greatest prestige among the peoples of the world, 
ber outlook has approximated to that of the people 
of the Book. with a deep respect for the Biblical 
teachings. 


A Direct Help 


The women of Jewry, banded together in an army 
of “ Women of Worth,” could offer to the British 
nation a direct help in the formidable tasks that lie 
before i, that could have greater value than 
immediately obvious from their numerical strength.

It is not possible 
in a few words to do justice te his great qualities 
or to his services to the Bank and to the Empire. He 
made an invaluable contribution to the building up 
of the present strength and prosperity of the Bank, 
and his skill and ability have guided us through many 

am deeply sensible of the honour of having been 
gic by the Board to succeed him. I shall en- 
deavour to carry on the high traditions which have 
been associated with the Chair and which he so 
worthily upheld,

‘the Bank's re-incorporation in 1925, has been elected

service to the Sank. | am fortunate in the co-opera- 
tion and support which I receive from them-and from 
our other Vice-Chairman, Mr. Leisk,” who, 
as you know, is also the Chairman of our South 
African Board. 

Since the close of our financial year, Mr. D. F. 
Rigby, one of our Assistant General Managers, has 
been appointed a General Manager, and Mr. H. P. 
Sheidon, an Assistant General Manager. 

Mr. A. W, Patterson, who for a number of years 
has been a Local Director of the Bank in East Africa, 
has retired on pension: His work in East Africa 
has been greatly appteciated, and we wish him well 
im has retirement. 

The news of the death in July last of Sir Patrick 
Duncan, the late Governor-General of the Union of 
South Africa, was recetved with very deep regret. I 
should like to take this opportunity of paying tribute 
to his great public services, which have been of such 
outstanding value to South Africa. 

Our.Branch at Addis Ababa has been ciosed. It 
was opened in July, 1941, to meet the special needs 
of the British Military Authorities, and the purposes 
for which # was intended have now been fullfilled. 
We have since opened Branches in Libya, at Tripoli 
and Benghazi, and in ‘Somalia, at Mogadishu 1 feel 
sure that the stockholders will be glad to know that 
we have been able to perform these special services 
to help the occupying authorities and the members of 
ithe Forces in these distant parts of Africa. 

Turning to the Balance Sheet, the tendency to . 
capansion which has been seen in recent years has 
continued to an even more fnarked extent and a record 
figure is again shown for Current and Deposit 
Accounts, at” £247,773,599.. The corresponding in- 
crease im. assets has ‘been mainly in cash, bills and 
investmerits, while advances show a much reduced 
proportion, Owing to the limited demand for banking 
accommodation under present conditions. The bulk 
of our. investments consists of short-dated Govern- 
ment securities and the. Bills are mainly Treasur 
bills. The position generally reflects a very high 
degree of liquidity which should leave us well placed 
tO play our part in the finance of overseas trade and in 
the development of the resources of the Empire when 
conditions demand a greater measure of banking 
facilities. 

The low percentage of advances, to which I have 
referred, is a feature common. t6 most Banks at the 
present time, and, indeed, one of the most marked 
phenomena of the war period has been the increased 
liquidity of ali kinds of commercia) undertakings. 
The conditions which have brought about the general 
increase in liquidity have been a contributory factor 
in enabling us during the past few years to release 
quite a considerable proportion of the sums set aside 
previously as provision for doubtful debts. Until 
recently we haye felt it wise io retain these recoveries 
partly aS a protection against possible losses which 
we might suffer through enemy incursion into areas 
in the Middie East and Mediterranean where we are 
established. This is a danger which I think we may 
now reasonably regard as having passed. The situa- 
tion in Qhis respect has in fact so much improved 
during the past year that we feel justified in releasing 
part of these funds. We have accordingly found it 
possible to augment our Reserve Fund from this 
source to the extent of £300,000. 

While the number of our staff serving in the Forces 
continues to grow, | am pleased to able to tell 
you that several who were posted as missing have 
since been reported to be prisoners of war. The 
total number now notified as killed or missing is 77. 
I am confident that the stockhol¢ers would wish me 
on their behalf to offer Our most sincere sympathy to 
their relatives. 

It is a special pleasure to me to have this Opportunity 
to pay tribute to the work which has been achieved 
by the staff of the Bank during another year of war. 
On behalf of the stockholders and of the Board, I 
should like to convey to them our warm apr reciation 
of their services. 

To those who are in the Forces and also to those 
who are serving with the Bank overseas, we wish a 
speedy return as soon as circumstances permit alter 
the war, Many of them have now been deprived for 
several years of the normal opportunities to take 
leave at home and with their families. To them 
our thoughts are specially directed.
